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CONSTRUCTION WORK cmtee tae 1N NAVAL APPROPRIATION 


Much attention has been paid by the press to the unusually large appro- 
priations carried by the Naval Bill signed by the President on Aug. 29, but 
it is perhaps not realized that a large sum is set aside by the Bill for the 
permanent improvement of the various Navy Yards and Stations. Outside 
of the construction of vessels the largest single item is $11,000,000 for an 
armor plant at a site not yet fixed of which necessarily a large part will 
be spent for construction and equipment of buildings. The projectile 
plant, $705,611, and the experimental laboratory, $1,500,000, both of which 
will be situated in all probability in Washington involve a great deal of 
construction work, but as yet no plans have been made. The same com- 
ment applies to the unprecedented appropriation of $6,000,000 which is 
placed at the disposal of the Secretary for improving and equipping the 
navy yards at Puget Sound, Philadelphia, Norfolk, New York, Boston, 
Portsmouth and Charleston, for the construction of vessels. 

It is estimated by the Bureau of Yards and Docks, which will have 
charge of all the construction work under the Navy Bill, that approximately 
$22,000,000 will be expended for such work. Of this amount $8,350,875 
covers public works specifically appropriated for the construction of 
which the Bureau of Yards and Docks is now making plans. It is the 
intention to have all of this amount contracted for within the next six 
months, most of it within three. 

Taking the projects up by each Navy Yard, the construction work 
Janned is as follows, with approximate time when the advertisement will 
be issued :

New York, paving, $10,000, to be advertised immediately, and general 
distributing system, $15,000, advertisement during October. 

Philadelphia, dry dock, limit of cost, $3,500,000, of which $500,000 is 
made available at once, to be advertised for in about six weeks; dredging, 
$25,000, advertisement before January; and as soon as the land necessary 
can be condemned an addition to the Marine Quartermaster Depot on South 
Broad St., costing $175,000 

Washington, storage building, $65,000, advertisement in three months, 
and at a later date a gun shop building, to cost $600,000, upon land not 
yet procured. 

Norfolk, dry dock, similar to the one at Philadelphia, and to cost the 
same amount, plans practically finished and ready to advertise, and a 
structural shop to cost eventually $1,000,000, bids for part of which were 
opened Sept. 2. 

Charleston, dredging Cooper River, approach to the Navy Yard, $175,000. 

Pensacola, $420,000 is appropriated to cover the repairs necessary to 
buildings and equipment on account of the recent storms, of which $250,- 
000 will be used for new piers, advertisement about December. 

New Orleans, $150,000 is appropriated for similar repairs. 

Mare Island, erecting shop, $70,000, advertisement in about six weeks; a 
250-ton floating crane, to cost $600,000, for which plans are now finished, 
advertisement to be issued immediately; dredging, $50,000. 

Newport Torpedo Station, quarters, $105,000, and sea wall, $50,000, 
both to be advertised for in about three months. 

A further sum of $280,000 is appropriated for construction of various 
storehouses and smaller buildings at the Navy Yards and Stations, for 
which plans are practically ready, advertisements to be issued separately 
within the next few months. 

The Bureau of Yards and Docks will also have charge of any building 
work incidental to the work of other bureaus, for example in connection 
with the $3,500,000 appropriation for aircraft, and the amount appropriated 
for ordnance, smokeless powder and ammunition.

AMERICA TO IMPROVE THE GRAND CANAL 
The Far Eastern Review says, in its June issue, that it is the desire of 
the Chinese Government to make what is known as the Hwai River 
conservancy scheme—for the carrying out of which the Americans have 
an option—of greater benefit to the millions of people within the area 
embraced by it by rendering the Grand Canal fit for navigation and at 


the same time reclaiming large areas of territory now made impossible of 


cultivation or habitation by the vagaries of water which might easily 
be confined within definite limits. In order to have the Canal be- 
tween the Yangtsze and Yellow Rivers put upon a paying basis com 
mercially and otherwise the Government has entered into an agreement 
with the American International Investment Corporation, with whom are 
connected the contracting firm of Messrs. Siems and Carey, of Min- 
neapolis. The work is estimated cost to about $6,000,000 gold, and if 
carried out will prove of incalculable benefit to China and all commer- 
cial nations interested in the transportation of merchandise to and from 
the regions traversed or fed by the Grand Canal. This famous water- 
way has been so long neglected by previous governments that it has be- 
come silted in many places and what should be a blessing has been 
converted into a curse in those places where water has inundated what 
otherwise would be valuable arable land.
